his arrival from Washington. 
“There is no question that we have 
the proper solution,” he added, in com­ 
menting further oa the arrtot in War­ 
saw of Wolfe Lindeufeld, Polish Jew.

And Barnabas is mentioned in the same asso­ 
ciation with the really great men of his 
day. 
Barnabas was a leeognized leader before St. Paul 
became prominent. He discovered the great Apos­ 
tle; put him forward, and .stood sponsor for him 
before the early church fathers. • In honor, Barn­ 
abas preferred Paul, and at th/ last was content 
to play secoqd violin to the scholarly Apostle to 
the Gentiles—.a sure evidence of greatness among 
the truly great!

Barnabas out stripped Paul in at least one 
virtue; he was more generous in his judgement’ 
of others. Paul wished to deny young Mark the 
priviledge of goip*qn a certain missionary jour­ 
ney ; hut genemtirBarnabas took the part of the 
inexperienced young man. 
And the contention 
between Paul and Barnabas bee amp so sharp, thai: 
Paul choose Silas as a traveling companion, while 
Barnabas set out with John Mark. Jfoung Mark 
developed into a fine man thus proving the cor­ 
rectness of the generous judgment of Barnabas, 
“the man who wasn’t elected.” 
Take note that 
Barnabas was no weakling. He did npt hesitate 
to take issue with the mighty Paul, in the de­ 
fense of a friend! 
And “the man who wasn’t 
elected” was generous with his 
wealth. 
Act;s 
4-35 “And José», surnamed Barnabas, . . . . , 
having land, sold it and brought the money and 
laid it at the Apostle’s feet”—Possible at the foot 
of Matthias, since he succeeded Judas, who carried 
the money bag. 
There was none of your little 
stuff about Barnabas!

Only one fault is laid to Barnabás, and it leans
